Petrograd, Jan. 23.—The Russian 


delegates to the Bi-est-Litov.sk peace 
conference have decided unanimously 
to reject the terms of/iercd by the 
Germans. -• 


Petrograd, Wednesday, Jan. 23.— 


Russia must give up Courland and all 
the Baltic provinces or the Germans 
will resume military operations and 
occupy Reval, the German delegation 
at the Brest-Litovsk negotiations in- 
formed the Russian representatives 
at the last session of the conferees. 
An adjournment was taken until Jan- 
uary'29 to permit the Russians to 
consider the German terms.-. 


Reports of the session indicate that 


the Germans took a definite stand 
and most frankly outlined demands 
upon which they are insistent. The 
secretary of the Ukrainian delegation 
gave .put an! account of the meeting. 
It says the 'Russians put a question 
to the delegates of the central pow- 
ers as to what their final peace terms 
were. General Hoffman, one of the 
German delegates replied .by opening 
a map and pointing out the follow- 
ing line which they insisted should 
constitute the future frontier of Rus- 
sia.From the shores of the Gulf of 
Finland to the east of the 
Moon 


Sound Islands to Valk, to the west of 
Minsk, to Brest-Litovsk. 


This completely eliminates Cour- 


land and all the Baltic provinces, the 
territory south of Brest-Ldtovsk. Gen- 
eral Hoffman -replied that was 'a 
question they would discuss only 
witljLtJJkijaine; M. Rameneff, "a mem- 
beirpf the^Russian delegation asked: 


"Supposing we£ do not agree to 


such conditions. What are you go-, 
ing to,do?" 
General Hoffman's answer is re- 


ported to liavfrrbeen: "Within a week 
then, we would occupy Reval." The 
Russians then asked for 
a 
recess 


which was, granted reluctantly. The 
Germans declared it was the last 
postponement to -which they would 
consent. The request was made by 
Leon Trotzky, head of the Russian 
delegation, who said he desired an 
opportunity to lay the German peace 
terms before the Council of Work- 
men's and Soldiers' delegates. 


The negotiations between the Uk- 


rainians and the central powers are 
proceeding amicably. 
The Austrians 


offered to cede Cholmtchina to the 
Ukrainian republic, but only on con- 
dition ,the Ukrainians send grain and 
other foodstuffs to the central pow- 
ers immediately on the conclusion of 
peace.' 
FRENCH EXECUTE 


BRILLIANT RAID 


ON GERMAN LINES 


With the French Armies in France. 


Wednesday, Jan. 23.—(By the As- 
sociated 
Press)—The French on 


Monday executed a brilliant raid on 
the German lines eastward 
from 


Vienna-Le-Chateau, near Four de 
Paris, along a front of 3000 yards 
and reaching a depth of 5000 yards. 
An intensive artillery preparation 
made the progress of the troops easy 
and they were able to destroy all 
enemy works, shelters and mine gal- 
leries before returning to their own 
line. Fifteen prisoners were captur- 
ed by the French, as well as three 
machine guns. The French suffer- 
ed few casualties and none killed. 


All of the participants in the raid 


declared that the gunners' work was 
magnificent, not only as regards de- 
struction, but in the manner in which 
it completely silenced th eenemy ar- 
tillery.

WAR'S RAVAGES

- Petrograd, Wednesday, Jan. 23.— 
"Petrograd is on the verge of fai 
ine. Our purpose now is to make it 
come gradually, not suddenly; to 
have organized famine, so to speak," 
said Madame Smith-Falkner, a mem- 
ber of the food control committee in 
an interview yesterday with tne As- 
sociated Press, in connection with 
the, reduction of the bread allowance. 


"What are the chief causes of the 


scarcity of food in Russia?" she was 
asked. 


"The chief causes are the war, 


civil war, and depreciation in the 
value of the ruble," she replied. 
"Forty months' of war has proved 
too much for a country so backward 
in economic affairs and railway or- 
ganizations. As to Petro&rad in par- 
ticular, the movement of General 
Kaledines and the differences with 
Ukraine have made it impossible to 
obtain foodstuffs from the southern 
provinces which are the main source 
of food supply for northern Russia, 
AS to Siberia we have been getting 
grain thence all the time, but recenl 
snowstorm have delayed the arrival 
of trains and consequently there Is 
acute shortage." 
"Is there plenty of grain in Rus- 


sia now?" 
"Yes, but the peasants do not wish 


to sell it. because paper money is 
worthless. 
They cannot buy any- 


thing for the ruble now." 


"How 
are you going to remedy the 


situation?" 
"We shall declare certain manu- 


factured articles such as clothing and 
metal products to be state monopolies 
and exchange them for grain. 
The 


peasants will thus have the things 
they need most and so shall we." 


When asked for a more detailed 


idea of the food scarcity. Madame 
Smllh-Falkner said that the 22 cen

FORCED REDUCTION 
OF FLOUR SALES IS 
ADMINISTRATION PLAN

Washington, Jan. 24.—To create 


a large export surplus of flour lor 
the allies, the food administration is 
considering a plan of forced reduc- 
tion in flour sales all the way from 
the miller to the consumer. Millers, 
wholesalers, retailers 
and bakers 


probably will be required to 
hold 
their sales of flour down to 7o per 
cent, of the amount now handled. 


As the allies are demanding from 


75 000 000 to 
100,000,000 more 


bushels of wheat, the food adminis- 
tration has arranged- to take over 
30 per ceni. of America's flour pro- 
duction, out of which will be select- 
ed supplies for export- 
. 
Food administration officials oe- 


lieve the L'sisied States can give Eu- 
rope 90,^00-f'OO bushels of wheat 
made into fJour between now and 
the time the new American crop 
comes in, without endangering the 
American supply- 
, . 
Details of the plans have not been 


fully worked out but 
millers and 


dealers throughout the country have 
lieen asked for their opinion as to 
the best means of reducinf consump- 
tion and most of them believe that

to Valk, west of Minsk, and south to.

But- four of 
the 11 blast furnaces of the Jones & 
Laughlin Steel company were in op- 
eration today. The shortage also has 
caused the closing of the Midland 
plant of the Crucible Steel company, 
which employes 40,000 men. 
Optimism was expressed, however, 


by R- R. McCarty, Pittsburg, chair- 
man of the railroad operating com- 
mittee. in a statement in which he 
asserted that with two weeks of or- 
dinary winter weather "the railroads 
of the district will be running about 
as usual, and this without any fuel 
saving days of general embargoes." 


KIKE DESTROYS PLANTS 


ENGAGED IN MANUFACTURE 
OF GOVERNMENT MATERIAIA

C. R. Hammell, 
vice president of the John R. Evans 
con«iwrnv, one of the tenents estimat- 
ed his loss at S300.000 and the en- 
lire loss wil! reach $500,000 it is 
believed. 
One tenant in the building 
was 


manufacturing patterns for subma- 
rine chasers and another made gas- 
kets for United States aeroplanes. 
The fire spread with usch rapidity 
through these plants that incendiar- 
ism is suspected. The fire necessi- 
tated a general alarm which called 
out all of Camden's fire fighting ap- 
paratus.

PEOPLE ARE SAVING. 


The English have not been consid- 


ered a saving nation, and one of the 
most notable examples of the effect 
of patriotism on a whole people was 
the fact that during the year 1916, 
although purchasing billions of dol- 
lars of war bonds, the small savings 
banks depositors in England in- 
creased 
their deposits over $60,- 


000,000. 


The patriotic appeal to the Amer- 


ican people for war, savings has met 
with a similar response.

Cost of Beer in Coal. 


The internal revenue reports for 


1917 show that there were brewed 
in New York state during the year 
9,535,744 barrels of beer. 
This, re- 


duced to pints, makes 2.365.856,512. 
E. D. Leach, assistant food admin- 
istrator of Ohio, investigated this sit- 
uation some time ago, and 
the 


figures which he issued show that 
the yearly output of beer averaged 
a consumption of approximately one 
pound of coal to each pint of beer. 
Sow, taking these figures for the en- 
Lire state, this would amount to 1,- 
182,923 tons of coal for the year, or 
3240 tons per day during the year. 
This coal would heat 131,000 homes, 
with an allowance of 100 pounds per 
day for a period of six months, which 
is more than the ordinary period In 
which heat is required.—New York 
Tribune.

sufficient for the needs of the little 
one. 
There is some difference of 


opinion as to whether a baby should 
have any food at all during the first 
twenty-four 
hours 
of 
life. 
The 


majority of experts are of the opin- 
ion that it should not- Plain water, 
unsweetened, is better than sugar 
water at this time. 


During the remainder of the first 


week the baby should have 
three 


ounces of a mixture of 
half 
milk 


and half water at its various feed- 
ings. 
To a seven days 
old 
baby 


weighing eight pounds give eighteen 
ounces of milk and water, balf and 
half in six feedings. 
At fourteen 


days old a 
baby weighing eight 


pounds gets the same mixture with 
the addition of a quarter of an ounce 
of malt food. At two months oid a 
baby weighing ten pounds should get 
milk ten ounces, water eight ounces 
and three quarters of an ounce of 
malt food in five feedings.

The matter of making a report on 


your income for the purpose of taxa- 
tion is becoming quite an important 
event, especially in these war times, 
when taxes mean money to keep 
things going. 


By income is meant first wages 
salaries, or compensation for profes- 
sional services; second, from voca- 
tions, businesses, trades, commerce, 
sales and dealings in property; 
third, from interest rent securities, 
or the transaction of any business 
carried on for gain or profit or gain 
or profit derived from any souce 
whatever. 


A man who is not married does 
not have to pay income tax, unless 
he has a net annual income of more 
than one thousand dollars. A mar- 
ried man may have an income of 
92,000 before he has to pay taxes 
but above that he must pay. A third 
clause provides that "every man and 
wife living together, whose net annu- 
al income, together with that of their 
minor children, exceeds $2000" shall 
pay and also every corporation for 
profit must pay.an income tax of six 
(6) per cent on its net income. 
In making the return you will 


learn the gross income by adding all 
gains and profits, including wages, 
salaries, rents, interest and gains and 
profits on sales of merchandise, per- 
sonal property real estate from every 
source whatever. Then you may de- 
duct the expenses of the trade or bus- 
iness, the taxes, losses in business or 
trade, depreciation and charity. The 
latter clause states "individuals have 
a right to deduct all moneys contrib- 
uted to charitable objects during the 
year not exceeding 15 per cent of 
their net income. 


In the law there are a number of 


exemptions made, 
concerning 
the 


number of persons dependent and the 
per cent to be paid. 


Every single person not the head 


of a family must pay two per cent 
upon his net income above 
$1000 


and two per cent on all of his net 
income above $3,000 so that if his 
net income exceeds $3000 he must 
pay four per cent on all of the re- 
mainder up to $5,000. 


From $5000 up the rate of per 


cent increases rapidly. 


Other things on which 
special 
taxes are to be paid are war excess 
profits, gifts, capital 
stock. 
The 
penalties imposed 
for 
failure 
to. 
make returns arc severe. 
j 


Attorney Carl Norpell 
who has, 
made a special study of income tax' 
laws gave an interesting talk before' 
a large number ot Newark business 
men at the Chamber of Commerce. 
Tuesday ' night explaining in detail 
the provisions of I he law as he in- 
terprets it 
Mr. Norpell told who 
must make returns and pay an in- 
come tax, and explained how returns 
are to be used, discussed exemptions, 
•war the excess profits tax, capital 
«itook tax, penalties and so forth.
